HOUSE-SENATE 


CONFEREES 


DROP DEBENTURE CLAUSE - 
AND AGREE ON FARM BILL 


Only Norris and Smith (South Carolina) Vote 


for Subsidy—Measure Named 
“Agricultural Marketing Act.” 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—A 
farm relief bill with the export 
debenture plan eliminated was 


agreed upon today by the Senate 
and House Conference Committee 
on the measure. 

The revised measure, made up 
of the two farm bills passed sep- 
urately by the Senate and House 
will be formally engrossed by the 
committee tomorrow and imme- 
diately submitted to the House 
for consideration. : 

After the House has acted the 
measure must go back to the Sen- 
ate for consideration. In the 
conference committee all of the 
House members voted to eliminate 
the debenture plan. 

Three of the five Senate con- 
ferees, McNary of Oregon and Cap- 
per of Kansas, Republicans, and 
Ransdell of Louisiana, Democrat, 
voted to eliminate it. Senators 
Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, and 
Smith (Dem.), South Carolina, vot- 
ed against its elimination. 

The bill as finally agreed upon 
after more than a week of discus- 
sion is considered by conference 
committee members to be accept- 
able to President Hoover. There 
were no material differences be- 


tween the Senate and House bills 
except for the debenture cluase but 
the measure framed by the confer- 
ence group follows more nearly the 
House measure. 

The committee decided the 
measure should be known as “the 
agricultural marketing act.” 

The bill agreed on by the confer- 
ees would give the stabilization cor- 
porations a dual function such as 
was proposed in the Senate meas- 
ure, and would permit the corpora- 
tions to acquire anu store surplus, 
and also to act as a super market- 
ing agency for co-operative mar- 
keting associations. 

The bill would provide $1,500,000 
for administrative purposes, in ad- 
dition to an authorization of $500,- 
000,000 to carry out the functions 
of the proposed farm board. 

Representative Haugen of: Iowa, 
chairman of the House Committee 
on Agriculture, said he thought the 
House would approve the confer- 
ence bill tomorrow. 

Chairman McNary of the Senate 
Agriculture Committee said debate 
probably would preface a vote in 
the Senate because of the elimina- 
tion of the debenture plan. He 
thought, however, that final action 
this week or early next week was 
likely.

TORRE ANNUNZIATA, Italy, 
June 5.—Molten lava from Mount 
Vesuvius, moving in a stream 650 
feet wide, surrounded the hamlet 
of Pagani, Terzigno Township, at 3 
a. m. today, destroying 40 ‘farm 
dwellings. , 

The torrent, 23 feet high, then 
proceeded westward from Terzigno 
toward the railway station at the 
rate of nearly 500 feet an hour. 
One branch of the flow surround- 
ed the woods at Campitello, the 
change in direction arousing hopes 
that the rich agricultural section 
around Terzigno, supporting 7000 
persons, might be spared, in large 
part.

NAPLES, Italy, June 5.—Huge 
clouds of smoke, laden with ashes, 
from the throat of Mount Vesuvius 
hung over Naples today and turned 


the brighiness of noon into twi- 
light. Neapolitans were unable 
to see their familiar landmark 
which was clouded by smoke issu- 
ing from its crater. 

Lava waves which have been 
threatening to engulf villages 


around Mount Vesuvius were stat- 
ed by the Vesuvian Obervatory late 
today to have begun diminishing. 

The traces left by the strong 
eruption of the last two days be- 
came visible. It was said that the 
eruptive cone, already partly re- 
constructed, still was bombarding 
the “Valey of Hell” with great hot 
stones and liquid fire. 


Families Flee From Terzigno 
The Associated Press corre- 
spondent visited Terzigno this 


morning and found conditions des- 
perate. Families were withdraw- 
ing with all their belongiggs and 
cattle. They flocked into the 
churches on the line of retreat, in- 
voking St. Gennaro and praying 
before shrines. Troops took pos- 
session of villages to prevent ma- 
rauding after the inhabitants had 
departed.

MUSSOLINI'S 
VIEWS ON ACCORD 
ASSAILED BY POPE 


In Letter He Describes as 
“Worse Than Heretical’’ 
Premier’s Statements to 


Italian Chamber. 


““THESE THINGS 
DISPLEASE US” 


Denies Thesis That Rome 
Saved Christianity and 
Not Christianity the Ro- 
man Empire. 


By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, June 6.—The 
Osservatore Romano, publishes this 
evening an open letter from Pius 
XI to Cardinal Gasparri relative 
to the Lateran accords, ‘in which 
the Pope deplores “worse than 
heretical expressions as to the very 
essence of Christianity and Cath- 
olicism” in speeches of Premier 
Mussolini Italian Chamber 


and Senate. 

The letter contains a complete 
exposition of the Pointiff's position 
with regard to Mussolini’s speeches 
advocating acceptance of the La- 
teran accords in the Chamber May 
13 and in the Senate May 25. 

The Pontiff continued by  de- 
fending the doctrine of the univer- 
sality of the church and assailing 
Premier Mussolini’s implied thesis 
that it was Rome whick saved 
Christianity and not Christianity 
the Roman empire. 

By implication, the Pope declared 
that Mussolini was badly inspired 
to cite Mgr. Duchesne’s book “The 
History of the Ancient Church,” 
which has been on the index since 
1912. 

“We least of all expected heret- 
ical and worse than heretical ex- 
pressions as to the very essence of 
Christianity and Catholicism,’’ the 
Pope declared in the letter’ to 
Cardinal Gasparri. “There has 
been an attempt to remedy this,

-but it does not seem to us to have 


met with full success, Distinguish- 
ing between historical and doc- 
trinal affirmations would be in the 
manner of the worst and most con- 
demnable modernism. The divine 
mandate to all peoples antedates 
the calling of St. Paul; before that, 
there was the mandate to St. Peter 
to the Gentiles.’’ 

"These things displease us 
reads the letter to Cardinal Gas- 
parri, “and if there were the least 
animosity and bitterness in our 
soul we would say that these not in- 
frequent expressions of no renun- 
ciation, of no concession, from the 
state to the church, offend us. 
“As though the church had ever 
attempted a real, proper usurpa- 
tion or spoilation to the damage of 
the state, when the contrary is so 
historically and notoriously true in 
Italy and abroad; as though the 
church had ever asked the state to 
renounce the rights or authority 
belonging to it, while the church 
has never asked the state, nor asks 
it now, anything but the right toa 
just and well ordered co-operation 
for the common welfare according 
to justice and the ends to be ac- 
complished.” 

The Pope reiterated that Cathol- 
icism was alone the religion of the 
Italian state “according to statute 
and treaties with the logical and 
juridical consequences of such a 
situation of constitutional law.”

Named as Likely to Suc- 
ceed Dr. Hubert Work, 
Who Will Resign in Fall. 


VISITS WHITE HOUSE 
NEARLY EVERY DAY 


Pittsburg Lawyer Has Wide 
Acquaintance Among Po- 
litical Workers All Over 
Country. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 4.—Since 
Herbert Hoover entered the White 
House, political Washington vainly 
has sought the answer to the 
question of the status of James 
Francis Burke in this administra- 
tion. Now political onlookers have 
made another guess, for Burke is 
mentioned as the successor to Dr. 
Hubert Work, who yesterday an- 


chairman oi the Republican Na- 
tional Committee. 

Although holding no title and 
without even the remotest official 
connection with the Government, 
the Pittsburg lawyer and former 
member of Congress is almost 
daily at the executive offices, 
maintaining intimate contact with 
the President; conferring with 
,dliticians of high and low degree 
and apparently engaging upon a 
multitude vf other tasks. 

His activities are carried on 
quietly, almost unobtrusively, Un- 
der such circumstances it has been 
natural that “Jim” Burke has been 
molded into the pattern of the 
“mystery man” of the Hoover re- 
gime. 

Fricnd and Close Adviser. 

But take it from Burke, there Is 
nothing mysterious about him or 
his work. He resents being called 
a Col. House or a Frank Stearns— 
as some writers have made the 
comparison. He is the personal 
friend and uae of the President's 
closest advisers, and to his mind 
that's the answer to whatever 
question there is about his presence 
at the White House. 

It’s an answer, however, that re- 
quires some elaboration. Burke ts 
a handy man to have about. When- 
ever there are Republicans, frown 
Cape’ Cod o California, there 
“Jim” Burke “id known, as he has 
been one of the party transmis- 
sion gears for 35 years or more. 

For years he has been general 
counsel of the Republican Nation- 
al Committee. He was busy in the 
interest of the Hoover candidacy 
in the pre-convention days of ‘27 
and ’28, and when the new chief 
executive set up personal head- 
quarters in Washington after his 
nomination, Burke was summoned 
in the capacity of confidential ad- 
viser. 

That relationship continued dur- 
ing the campaign, and when Mr. 
Hoover took over the presidency, 
Burke appeared at the executive 
offices, hung his hat on a “tree” 
outside the President's office and 
buckled down to work. 

He has no regular office during 
this period of reconstruction of the 
executive building. Most of the 
time he holds forth in a large 
room just across the hall from 
Mr. Hoover’s own workshop. 

Says He Wants No Reward. 

There one will find him almoet 
any week day. Sometimes he will 
be in conference with one indi- 
vidual or a group of two or three 
or a dozen — most of therm 
strangers to White House regu- 
lars. but all known to Burke as 
workers In the party cause, 

It's the work he wants to do 
and for which he seeks no reward. 
Mr. Hoover found that out imme- 
diately after the election, when 
Burke notified him that there was 
no public post at home or abroad 
that he sought or would accept. 
The Pittsburg iawyer spent 10 
years in Congress from 1905 to 
1915, rising to the place of Repub- 
lican whip under Speaker Cannon 
and retiring of his own notion be- 
cause he had had his fill of public 
life. 

Burke is financially independ- 
ent. He has a large law practice 
and @ivides hie time between 
Pittsburg, Washington and Paim

JAPANESE SHIP AFIRE

aboard the Japanese steamship 
Ugo Maru was thought today to 
threaten the lives of the boat’s

Victory Celebration. 

It was announced that the Labor 
party’s executive committee had 
decided to open immediately a 
“great victory and thanksgiving 
fund” to commemorate labor’s elec- 
tion success. 

MacDonald and the Labor lead- 
ers already have taken important 
decisions, it is authoritatively un- 
derstood, with regard to the im- 
mediate plans of the new govern- 
ment. The forthcoming sessions of 
Parliament will last only a few 
weeks and the Labor party’s main 
legislative program will await the 
fall session. Meanwhile the Labor 
government will be able to carry 
out important policies of its pro- 
gram without legislation. 

The foreign policy, for instance, 
is purely administrative in its ap- 
plication. No legislation is required 
to give effect to the new govern-

Municipal Opera began its eleventh season 
last night with a production of “The Love 
Call,” a musical drama which, quite easily, 
marked the highest point of entertainment 
achievement on the vast stage in Forest Park. 

With three exceptions the cast was new to 
the Forest Park stage and, for the most part, 
to St. Louis audiences. The three principals 
who are again in the company are Alice 
MacKenzie and Florenz Ames, favorites of 
last season, and William J. McCarthy, who 
is almost as much of an institution as Mu- 
nicipal Opera itself. The newcomers making 
their debut last night were Roy Cropper, the 
tenor; Eva Clark, soprano; Sybylla bowhan, 
ingenue and dancer; William CC. Gordon, 
basso; Grace Yeager, Pierre White, baritone, 
and Trueman Stanley, juvenile. 

Each of the new singers scored with the 
first night’s audience. Mr. Cropper is a tenor 
of exceptional ability and seems well able to 
handle the exacting leading roles which will 
fall to his lot during the season. However, 
the real hits of the evening were made by Miss 
Bowhan and Trueman Stanley, who burst upon 
the St. Louis public almost unheralded. Miss 
Bowhan is a comedienne of charm and per- 
sonality and, in addition, supplies a prime fac- 
tor in musical shows, iong missing from the 
Municipal stage, with her dancing. A little 
specialty number in the second act by her with 
Mr. Ames and Mr. McCarthy quite brought 
down the house. Stanley, a young man with 
an engaging “rage and a rich voice, is a 
product of the motion picture houses—the 
smaller ones at that—of St. Louis. Since the 
days when he served as an obscure entertain- 
er between films here he has done well on 
the musical comedy stage in New York, but 
his performance, and singing, last night in the 
serio-comic role of Tony, a Mexican ranch 
servant, was a delight. It is reported, too, 
that this young man is a dancer of great 
ability and that in the shows to come he and 
Miss Bowhan will do the incidental “hoofing.” 

There is a great deal of typically tuneful 
Romberg music in “The Love Call,” despite 
the fact that there is no really outstanding 
song hit. The play has been gorgeously 
staged and costumed and under the direction 
of Fred Bishop, the producer, and Vittori 
Verse, the conductor, the chorus—like the 
principals, largely new to the Forest Park 
stage—showed to immense advantage. Mr. 
Bishop, after a lapse of several seasons, has 
returned to his old post with the organiza- 
tion. Mr. Verse, a grand opera conductor of 
note, made his bow, last night, as a leader of 
light opera and acquitted himself as a vet- 
eran in that field. 

The ‘entire production of “The Love Call” 
is made to the highest standards and in 
keeping with the best traditions and efforts of 
the Municipal Opera organization. The man- 
ner in which the musical drama is done and 
the initial performance of the company, both 
principals and chorus, would indicate. that 
this is to be the banner year in Forest Park 
stage amusements.

Her voice is pleasing and such intimations of 
her dancing genius as the role permitted were 
in themselves a joy and an assurance. 

Roy Cropper, the new tenor, has a voice that 
is clear, resonant, ingratiating. He is a singer 
who knows how to sing, and wnose voice has 
range and power and quality. 

Pierre White, is handsome, magnetic, a 
most capable singing actor, and bids fair, 
one suspects, to be the most popular barytone 
in the opera's history. 

Truman Stanley, dancing juvenile, surprised 
with his singing voice, for Stanley was en- 
gaged largely as a dancer. William C. Gor- 
don, basso, made convincing a pleasant role, 
and suggested a nice quality of voice to which 
“The Love Call” gives no opportunity. 

Florenz Ames was ever a source of mirth. 

Municipal Opera has, indeed, a singing 
chorus. Not in several seasons has the fresh 
and youthful quality been so evident as last 
night. Conductor Verse has splendidly trained 
the talent at his command. Attacks were 
clean, releases crisp. Tone was molded and 
shaded to his desire by that responsive group 
of young singers.

Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission Also Justifies Re- 
duction of Off-Track Sta- 


tions in St. Louis.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—The In- 


terstate Commerce Commission to- 
day announced its decision that the 
proposals of the carriers within the 
St. Louis and East St. Louls dis- 
trict, with the exception of the Chi- 
vago & Alton to employ a single 
transfer company for interchange 
of freight between off-track and 
on-track stations was ont a viola- 
tion of the interstate commerce act, 

The decision also stated that the 
reduction of off-track stations from 
12 to seven in the St. Louis district 


and from three to two in the East 
St. Louis district would not be 
harmful to the public interest or 
result in unreasonable and inade- 
quate service, and that the present 
and proposed maintenance of a 
“constructive station” at the west 
end of Eadé@ Bridge as at present 
operated was not unlawful. 

The commission stated, however, 
that proceedings would be held; 
open to allow the carriers to pre- 
pare a new tariff and contracts, 

Commissioner McNanamy dis- 
sented from the opinion, and Com- 
missioners Farrell and Aitchison 
dissented in part. 

The single transfer company 
with which the carriers, with the 
exception of the Chicago and Al- 
ton, proposed to contract is the 
Columbia Transfer Co. The only 
other company engaged in the 
freight interchange is the Central 
Transfer Co. The Chicago and Al- 
ton did not propose to make an 
exclusive contract with the Colum- 
bia. 

The St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce, in protesting against the 
carriers’ plan, argued that the pro- 
posed contracts with the Columbia 
would create a monopoly in vidola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust act. 

Ruling of Commission. 

The conmission answered this 
by stating: 

“The Columbia is an agent. Its 
services are those of a mere ter- 
minal facility. The arrangement 
proposed will not change in any 
manner the flow of commerce to, 
from, or through St. Louis, either 
by the lines now serving it or by 
others which might later be built, 
but will merely provide a different 
means of handling the receipt and 
delivery of the existing traffic. 

“There is nothing in the 60- 
called one-transfer plan in and of 
itself which is unlawful. Nor can 


service under this plan will be in- 
adequate. Experience, alone, will 
answer that question, and if at any 
time the service becomes inade- 
quate or is surrounded by prac. 
tices which are unlawful, the ship- 
pers have recourse to us through 
the usual c*annels of complaint.” 
Lastman's Objection. 

Commissioner Eastman  con- 
curred with the majority views, 
but objected to the proposed con- 
tract between the Columbia and 
the carriers on the ground that 
no attempt was made to secure 
competitive bids for the monopoly 
privilege. 

“The initial allowances to that 
company (Columbia) are higher 
than the present charges of the 
Centrai Transfer Co,” he said. “The 
provisions for subsequent reduc- 
tions are so loosely drawn that 
their efficacy are uncertain— 


that no additional off-track sta- 
tions can be provided without the 
consent of the Columbia even if 
those specified prove inadequate.” 

Commissioner MeNanamy in his 
dissent, said in part: 

“Not only do the majority fail 
to give any consideration to the 
need for additional facilities, but 
they sanction the abandonment of 
some of the existing off-track sta- 
tions. It seems to me ciear that the 
remaining off-track stations will 
not be adequate unicss a large part 
of the less-than-carload tonnage 
that has been handied throuch the 
off-track stations is diverted to the 
constructive stations.

SPIRIT OF ZONING 
LAW VIOLATED, 
COMMITTEE SAYS 


Its Enforcement by City 
Building Division ‘‘Far 
From Satisfactory” Plan, 
Commission Is Told. 


Enforcement of the zoning ordin- 
, ances by the city building division 
7 nas been “far from satisfactory,” a 
speciul committee reported to the 
City Plan Commission last night 
at its meeting at the country home 
of Alderman Edward L. kuhs, on 
Spanish Lake road. 

The conimittee which reported 
on zoning and other matters was 
composed of Dean A. 8S, Langs- 
dort of Washington University, 
President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service, and Felix E. Gun- 
ter, banker. 

A survey of building permits is- 
sued since enactment of the pres- 
ent zoning ordinance shows, the 
committee says, a long list of build- 
ings which, in the committee’s 
Opinion, violate the letter and the 
spirit of the law. 


Spirit of Law Ignored. 

“Permits have been issued,”’ the 
report said, “* for individual build- 
ings or individual lots in districts 
restricted against the particular 
uses for which these buildings were 
designed. This is contrary to the 
whole spirit of zoning, which is in- 
tended to promote unity and stabil- 
ity. 

“Intrusion of a nonconforming 
use should not be permitted except 
for the most urgent reasons, such 
as rectifying an obvious injustice, 
and then only after a_ hearing, 
where affected property owners 
may have appeared to protest. 

“The Board of Adjustment should 

be selected with particular care, 
and only those sympathetic toward 
the spirit of zoning should be 
named.” 
' The committee added that “he 
Mayor had recently consulted the 
Commission relative to proposed 
ordinances affecting the zoning 
law, and it expressed the hope that 
this policy would be continued. 

In its report, the committee did 
not mention the recent change in 
the head of the Department of 
Fublic Safety, of which the build- 
ing division is a part. E. A. Stein- 
inger has succeeded John H. Brod 
Jr. as Director of Public Safety. 

Outer Park System Favored. 


Eight lines of activity of the 
commission were gurveyed in the 
committee's report. The matters 
in which the chief results have 
been attained so far are the River 
des Peres improvement, the major 
street plan, zoning, and the group- 
ing of civic buildings. Other ac- 
tivities reviewed are transporta- 
tion, which has been taken over 
largely by the Transportation Sur- 
vey Commission; park and play- 
ground development, outer park 
system and river front plan. 

The commission, the report de- 
clared, should give active attention 
to plans for an outer park system. 
There was also discussion of a pro-

Cross Mission to study the famine | 


EXPECTED OF NEW LINER 


Four-Propellered “Bremen” 
Embodies New Ideas in Con- 
struction in Funnels. 


By the Associated Press. 

BREMEN, Germany, June 4.—A 
record run of six days from Bre- 
men is expected of the Iuropa’s 
sister ship, the new four-pro- 
pellered trans-Atlantic giant, the 
Bremen, now ready for her maiden 
trip to New York, June 16, 

Her giant size has compelled the 
North German Lloyd to reorganize 
completely its docking facilities in 
New York and move from Man- 
hattan to a Brooklyn pier, the larg- 
est in the harbor. Tlie vessel meas- 
ures 910 feet in length with- a 
97.5-foot beam. 

[It is tne big vessel’s funnels more 
than any other factor that give her 
characteristic appearance, marked- 
ly differing from that of other 
great liners. Their unusual short- 
ness, in the first place, lend her 
a nair of lying very deep in the 
water. The funnels are only two 
in number, moreover, the unneces- 
sary third and fourth, ordinarily 
faked for appearances sake, having 
been omitted. 

Both funnels, built with the or- 
dinary rounded surface in front but 
tapering to a V-shaped point be-+ 
hind, are constructed according to 
a principle familiar to the physics 
laboratory but altogether new in 
shipbuilding. By use of this prin- 
ciple, company officials believe, the 
great vessel’s wind resistance will 
be cut down, thus enabling her to 


the bulk which provides roomy, 
spacious quarters for her 2000 pas- 
sengers. 

The second wholly new feature 
of the vessel, the tremendous sweep 
of open space in its social rooms, 
running almost_the full length of 
B deck without interrupting par- 
titions, also is due to the construc- 
tion of the funnels, or rather of the 
smoke conductors or pipes carry- 
ing the smoke from the engines up 
to the funnels. 

Instead of passing directly up 
through the center of the vessel, 
as is the usual method, these big 
pipes are constructed so that they 
bend to pass up the sides of the 
ship and then back to the funnels 
above, thus obviating the necessity 
of covering them with partitions on 
every deck through the body of 
the ship. 

A total of 600 first class passen- 
gers can be carried by the Bremen, 
or up to 800 if all the extra exten- 
sion or “pullman” berths are used. 
Another 600 can go second class, 
300 tourist class, and 600 third 
class, making a grand total of nor- 
mally 2000 or a maximum of 2200. 
If occasions arises, and the new 
tourist class proves’ especially 
popular, it may be expanded to 
take care of 500 by adapting a part 
of the normally second class space. 


SENATE CONTEST IS CERTAIN 
OVER TEXTILE LABOR INQUIRY 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June §.—A Sen- 
ate contest over the proposed in- 
vestigation of labor difficulties in 
the textile industry became certain 
yesterday as the result of a mafor- 
ity report submitted by its manu- 
factures committee. 

The report, which was written 
by Senator Hale (HRep.), Maine, 
recommended that the inquiry be 
turned over to the Federal Trade 
Commission and the Tariff Com- 
mission. Senator Wheeler, (Dem.) 
Montana, had originally proposed 
that the investigation be made by 
the Senate Manufactures’ Commit- 
tee, hut his proposal was rejected 
by a committee’ vote of 6 to 5. 
Wheeler intends to ask action on 
his own resolution on the floor. 

Under the inquiry proposed by 
Hale, the Trade Commission would 
investigate charges that New En- 
gland mills had fomented strikes 
and labor disturbances in plants 
of their competitors in the South. 
It also would seek to ascertain 
whether Northern mills hold stock 
in the Southern factories, the re- 
port expressing the opinion that 
such inter-corporation holdings 
might constitute a violation of the 
anti-trust laws.

LONDON, June §6.—James Ram- 
say MacDonald, who has accepted 


King George’s invitation to head 
the next British Government, has 
had one of the most remarkable 
careers in British politics. 

Rising from abject poverty, such 
as no other British Prime Minis- 
ter ever has known, he has fought 
with his Labor party from prac- 
tical obscurity a quarter century 
ago to head a British Government 
once, and, now, to be asked to 
head it again. 

Mr. MacDonald was born Oct. 12, 
1866, in a two-room thatched-roof 
house .in the little Scotch fishing 
village of Lossiemouth. At the 
age of 12 he had to quit school to 
earn his living in the field, al- 
though his brightness of mind had 
impressed his teacher and lessons 
were kept up after his hours of 
work behind the plow. 

Reads Books in Library. 

As an adolescent, his first job 
was addressing envelopes, and his 
next that of a warehouse laborer 
at 12 shillings a week. At lunch- 
time he read in free libraries and 
at night delved into borrowed 
books, later taking correspondence 
courses and sometimes attending 
lectures in Birbeck College. 

His first plunge into politics. was 
made in 1888, when he took a job 
as private secretary to Thomas 
Lough, a Radical candidate for 
Parliament. For four years he 
stayed with Lough, meanwhile 
turning his hand to journalism, 
and finally joined the new Inde- 
pendent Labor party, helping to 
conduct its mouthpiece, “The So- 
cialist.”’ 

He made his first race for Par- 
liament in 1895 in Southampton, 
but received only 897 votes. A 
stranger contributing to his “fight- 


ing fund” signed an accompany- 
ing letter, “M. E. Gladstone.” It 
developed that “‘M. E.” stood for 


Margaret Ethel, the daughter of 
Dr. J. H. Gladstone, a well-known 
scientist. She and MacDonald 
were married in November, 1896. 
Most Traveled Premier. 

He had more money then and 
they traveled—sometimes to So- 
cialist conventions, but more often 
merely to see and study other 
lands and other peopies. They vis- 
ited India and various dominions, 
and, of course, the Continent. He 
has been said to be the most wide- 
ly traveled man ever to become 
British Premier. 

His second stand for Parliament 
was made in 1900, after active op- 
position to the South African wars, 
but he was beaten badly again and 
started another travel tour. It took 
him 11 years to get into’ Parlia- 
ment. The constitutency of Leices- 
ter finally elected him in 1906. 
In 1911 he “was made leader of 
the 40 men who made up the Par- 
liamentary Labor party in the 
House of Commons. At the same 
time he was chairman of the Inde- 
pendent Labor party, the more ad- 
vanced Socialists working among 
the electorate outside of Parlia- 
ment, 

Son Elected to Parliament. 

Within a few months death de- 
prived him of his son, David, his 
mother and his wife. He was left 
with the care of five children, two 
boys and three girls. One of the 
boys, Malcolm, last Thursday was 
named to Parliament on the Labor 
ticket. 

He bitterly opposed the World 
War and resigned leadership of the 
Labor party in the House tod Ar- 
thur Henderson when the group 
decided to support it. After the 
Russian revolution, MacDonald 
tried to go to Russia to discuss 
with delegates from other countries 
a basis of peace agr>eable to work- 
ers, hut the crew of the steamer re- 
fused to man the ship if he came 
aboard. 

The rising tide of resentment 
against him caused his ousting 
from Parliament by 14,000 votes 
in the election following the Ar- 
mistice. He tried to get back into 
Parliament in a by-election, but 
again was badly beaten. In 1922 
the electors of Aberavon sent him 
to Parliament in the election 
which followed the crash of the 
Lioyd George coalition. 

Forms His First Government. 

In that election Labor sent 142 
members to the Commons and they 
became the second party in the 
House—His Majesty's official op- 
position. MacDonald was elected 
their leader and spokesman. A 
year later the Conservative ma-j

Text — Experts Prepare 
to Return Home. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, June 5.—Experts on re- 
parations, preparing today to ad- 


journ their four-month confer- 
ence, forecast another § interna- 
tional meeting in two or three 


months to study application of the 
reparations agreement they have 
just concluded. 

This meeting would compare 
with that of August, 1924, when 
representatives of the Governments 
concerned met to study application 
of the Dawes plan. The sugges- 
tion has been made that it might 
take place in London, possibly at 
the end of July, although others 
favor awaiting ratification of the 
accord just reached. 

There was little disposal to 
worry over problems presented by 
ratification of their accord. The 
general. belief is that the Govern- 
ments of the six nations concerned 
would be able to summon parlia- 
iInentary majorities necessary to 
ratify the agreement. 

Each Government will be in pos- 
session of the conference report, 
which will be principally recom- 
mendations by the experts by the 
end of the week and can begin 
studying it to decide what action 
will be taken. Publication of the 
report is not contemplated until it 
is in the hands of the Govern- 
ments, which would issue it. 

Completion of the text was be- 

ing rushed through today and to- 
morrow so as to have it ready for 
signature at least by noon Friday. 
This work is in the hands of three 
sub-committees. Although all 
questions were settled in principal, 
the report itself, existed only in 
the form of an unwieldly docu- 
ment. It was hoped to reduce it 
from 60 to 40 pages, and keep 
it under 20,000 words. 
Meanwhile the experts them- 
selves are preparing to leave Paris, 
with practically all expecting to be 
gone by Saturday. The American 
delegation will sail from Cher- 
bourg on that day. 

Some idea of the strain to which 
the experts were subjected can be 
gathered from the fact that one of 
the experts—and he was-not of the 
plumpest sort—lost 15 pounds in 
weight.

HOUSE VOTES TO EXCLUDE 


ALIENS 


Persons Ineligible to 


Vote Would Not Be 


Counted in Tabulations, Under Measure 
Tentatively Adopted.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—After 
tentatively accepting amendments 
that would exclude from the count 
upon which House reapportionment 
is to be based, aliens and persons 
more than 21 who are not per- 
mitted to vote, the: House  ad- 
journed late yesterday without 
taking a final vote on the census- 
apportionment bill, 

Both of the amendments were 
opposed vigorously in debate and 


both are subject to another vote 
in the House before they are fi- 
nally written into the measure. 


A demand by a number of mem- 
bers for reconsideration of the 
changes today prompted House 
leaders to adjourn immediately to 
consider the parliamentary ques- 
tion. A meeting of the leaders 
was called shortty afterwards. 

Representative Tilson of Con- 
necticut, the majority leader, said 
the two amendments adopted had 
created a situation which the lead- 
ers thought should be ironed out 
before the measure was taken up 
for final passage. 

The alien proposal would affect 
the number of Congressmen allot- 
ted to Eastern and industrial States 
and the second proposal is con- 
sidered as directed at Southern 
States in which it has been. con- 
tended that thousands of Negroes 
are not permitted to vote. 

Favored by Western States. 

The alien exclusion proposal 
originated with Middle Western 
Republicans who have agreed that 
if aliens were barred from the 
count, a reapportionment would 
have less effect upon the reduc- 
tion of representation from their 
States. It wa; ‘-pposed by mem- 
bers from Eastern and industrial 
states on the ground that such an 
amendment was unconstitutional. 

In the form in which it was ap- 
proved by the House, the amend- 
ment of Congressman Hoch (Dem.) 
Kansas, would provide that aliens 
should not be considered in the 
count, but that if any, section of 
the measure should be declared 
unconstitutional, the validity of 


the remainder of the act should not 
be affected. 

Previously the House approved 
an amendment by Congressman 
Bankhead (Dem.), Alabama, call- 
ing for a count of the number of 
aliens in the country, with a state- 
ment of whether they were in the 
United States legally. 

Would Cut South’s Vote. 

The amendment relating to dis- 
franchisement was offered by Con- 
gressman Tinkham (Rep.), Mas- 
sachusetts, long a contender that 
the fourteenth amendment was not 
teing enforced. One similar ‘o it 
had been defeated previously. Some 
of the members have contended 
that the effect of the amendment 
would be to make large reductions 
in the number of Congressmen al- 
lotted to Southern States, 

The Tinkham amendment pro- 
poses to exclude from the count 
upon which reapportionment is 
based “inhabitants in each State 
being 21 years of age and citizens 
of t’e United States, whose right to 
vote at an election for the choice 
of electors for President and Vice 
President of the United States, 
Representatives in Congress, the 
executive and judicial officers of a 
State or the members of the legis- 
lature thereof has been denied -or 
abridged except for rebellion or 
other crime,” 

Opposed by Southern Democrats. 

As the vote was taken, Southern 
Democrats, joined by a sprinkling 
of Middle Western Republicans 
and a few Eastern Republicans 
passed between the tellers to op- 
pose the proposal. Most of the Re- 
publicans and a group of Eastern 
Democrats supported the amend- 
ment. 

Both of the proposals were ap- 
proved by close yotes and some of 
the leaders predicted that the 
Ifouse probably would reconsider 
the votes by which they were 
agreed upon. The vote upon the 
Hoch amendment was 166 to 124 
and that upon the Tinkham pro- 
posal was 145 to 118.

RUSSIAN TURKESTAN SHAKEN

Recently a severe earthquake 4@ 
few hundred miles west of Tarme: 
destroyed several Persian and 
Turkestan villages, resulting in a 
loss of life unofficially estimated 
at about 2000. Other violent earth. 
quakes were reported in recert 
weeks in Central Turkey in about 
the same latitude.

The bill already has been passed 
by the House, but will require fur- 
ther consideration because of an 
amend..ent adopted by the Senate 
eliminating a provision exempting 
hoiders from the capital gains tax, 

That amendment was proposed 
by Senator Couzens (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, who assailed the Federal Re- 
serve Board because the _ redis- 
count rate had not been increased, 
a measure which he contended 
would have checked the use of 
credit in speculation. Taking what 
was regarded as a fling at Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon, he de- 
clared Gcvernment officials who 
have asked that income surtax 
rates be lowered to liberate money 
for industry should now move for 
the taking of money out of the 
“gambling pool” for the same pur- 
pose, 

His ideas about the rédiscount 
rate were opposed by Senator Glass 
(Dem.), Virginia, one of the fram- 
ers of the Federal Reserve Act and 
a former Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, Who congratulated the board 
oi its resistance to the “pounding” 
of the New York Reserve Bank for 
a rise in the rediscount rate. Such 
an increase, he eclared, would 
have been a penalty rather than a 
help to business. 

Glass to Propose § Per Cent Tax 

At the same time, the Virginia 
Senator announced his intention to 
propose a 5 per cent tax on trans- 
actions in stocks, held less than 60 
diys, as an amendment to the tariff 
bill, He also declared he would 
favor repeal of the Federal Re- 
serve Act provision allowing 15- 
day loans on United States bonds. 

President Hoover and former 
Fresident Coolidge also came in 
for criticissa during the discussion. 
Glass charged that the President 
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connotes ‘has been wiped out, and now the Chambers’ 
of Commerce on both sides of the line have joined in 
a spirit of co-operation to seek under expert guid- 
ance a mutually acceptable plan of amalgamation.

What the Senate will do about the Hawley tariff 
bill no one knows, but some of the more cynical ob- 
servers predict that when Senator Smoot, of beet- 
sugar fame, and others of his stripe are through with 
it it will be even more offensive than the bill which 
emerged from the House. Mr. Hoover, in the mean- 
time, is busy gathering newspaper editorials and 
other barometérs of opinion to inform himself as to 
the state of the public mind. It is said 912-3 per 
cent of the clippings register opposition to the bill, 
and White House statisticians say no tariff bill hag 
‘aroused such general resentment. 

Under the circumstances, Mr. Hoover has a great 
opportunity for public service. He is the Hindenburg 
line not only between the people and their exploiters, 
but between the United States and foreign countries 
who must trade with us to live. If he can resist 
the tremendous pressure of politicians and tariff- 
grabbers he will earn universal applause. If he suc- 
cumbs, as Mr. Taft did, he will not meet the expec- 
tations of those who believe in his wisdom and in 
his independence.

So are almost all of thé leading church 
denominations. Almost without excep- 
tion they ‘have standing committees 
which ‘are under instruction to solicit 
the support of Congressional representa- 
tives in behalf of prohibition, and these 
committees appear in Washington for 
that purpose whenever prohibition legis- 
lation fg wnder consideration. 

Also the Catholics have headquarters 
in Washington from which they do not 
hesitate to visit administrative and legis- 
lative officials in regard to “Catholic in- 
terests.” Indeed, this work, according 
to an official report, “has been almost a 
daily task.” 

It will be very clear to intelligent peo- 
ple that the use of the word “lobby” in 
attempting to arouse prejudice against 
the Board of Temperance. Prohibition 
and Public Morals of the Methodist Ep!ls- 
copal Church is due solely to the fact 
that the Board vigorously and consist- 
ently supports prohibition, a policy in 
controversy. It may be said in general, 
the Protestant church members of the 
country and a very large group of Roman 
Catholics believe that the most deter- 
mined resistance to the effort to re-es- 
tablish a licensed liquor trade is clearly 
indicated by patriotism and Christianity.

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GREATER ST. LOUIS. 

The new status of metropolitan communities, 
spread far beyond the old political boundaries of 
cities, and, therefore, presenting new problems of 
local government, was emphasized by Prof. Thomas 
H. Reed in his address before the Chambers of Com- 
merce of St. Louis and St. Louis County, beginning 
his task of planning metropolitan expansion here. 

Greater St. Louis is a case in point. The boun- 
daries.of the central city, established 53 years ago, 
have become a straitjacket, but the satellite suburbs 
steadily growing in population and area in the 
county, are an essential part of the one great com- 
munity. The problem which Prof. Reed, fortified by 
his experience at Pittsburg and elsewhere, is tack- 
ling for St. Louis is one of providing for unification 
of the diverse governments of this district for the 
benefit of their single interest. 

St. Louis cannot plan its future adequately, as 
Prof. Reed pointed out, without considering the de- 
velopment of the suburbs, nor can it achieve recog- 
nition of its true position among American cities 
without having its environs taken into account. On 
the other hand, the suburbs must have power to con- 
trol their growth, order and well being—power to 
police properly, to handle traffic adequately, to pro- 
tect health thoroughly, and many other things. Under 
the present form of county and town government 
they cannot achieve these objects. 

Three years ago St. Louis voted overwhelmingly to 
absorb the whele county, but county residents de- 
clined to be swallowed up like that.

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SMASHES A TECHNICALITY. 

The Missouri Supreme Court has again overruled 
a technical plea. The case which came up from the 
Howard County Circuit Court was the sale of 
mortgaged property without the consent of the bank 
which held the mortgage, and in which the purchaser 
was not informed of the lien. The defendant, who 
had been found guilty and fined, was granted a new 
trial because the indictment had failed to say that 
the bank was “incorporated.” The Supreme Court 
set aside that order and directed the Court to rein- 
state the verdict and the fine. 

The opinion in Division No, 2, written by Chief 
Justice White, says: 

If we are not befogged by technical rules which 
mean nothing, we can see that no probable 
prejudice to defendant’s case was caused by the 
failure to allege that the bank was incorporated. 
When the reason for a rule of law fails the rule 
fails. If there was aver a reason for holding the 
fact of incorporation of the property owner 
should be alleged in cases like this, such reason 
is absent in this instance. 


There was a time when the courts held rigidly to 
the letter. The opinion takes cognizance of that his- 
torical attitude which it describes as 


a habit of mind which the older practitioners 
had acquired from long familiarity with the tend- 
ency to protect one charged with a crime in the 
enjoyment of every right and privilege which 
could be construed in his favor, regardless of 
whether it affected his guilt or innocence. 


The tendency now is to look at the substance of 
the accusation and not its form. 

This is, we believe, the sound position for the court 
to take. We have had occasion before to congratulate 
the Missouri Supreme Court for its departure from 
that tradition which seemingly forgot justice in its 
devotion to prescribed verbiage. Congratulations are 
again in order.

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NO MONEY IN WATER. 

Faced by a $400,000 increase in operating costs as a 
result of the recent wage award, the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. is already claiming that with the pres- 
ent 8-cent fare it is failing by a million dollars a 
year’ to make the net to which it is entitled upon its 
valuation. 

Based upon a valuation of $63,500,000 for its op- 
erating properties, it is quite true that the company 
is not getting 7 per cent upon that figure. It is just 
about making the legal net upon its honest invest- 
ment of approximately $50,000,000. The money it is 
not getting is that which it had expected to make 
on water. For the last 10 months this amounted to 
$936,355, a considerable water haul. The company 
intimates that it cannot increase the fare, since by 
its own statement 16,000,000 fewer people are riding 
Street cars each year in St. Louis because of auto- 
motive competition. The company therefore would 
like to say that in its opinion the city ought not to 
collect nearly $500,000 from it annually for the mill 
tax and street improvements. . 

There have been some dreadful disasters on water, 
and this looks as if it might be another. If the com- 
pany were content to make 7 per cent on its real in- 
vestment it could pay the mill tax and street paving 
taxes. The service would be gaod. The stockholders 
happy. The city solvent. All would be as blissful 
as the merry month of June.

All that Anderson contributed to this 
undertaking was straightforward newspa- 
per work, There was no stealing of secret 
papers, no listening at key-holes, no brib- 
ing of cheap employes, no getting of serv- 
ants drunk. He dug facts from available 
records, he interviewed responsible offi- 
cial:, he kept the story alive in ways that 
were legitimate until the inevitable time 
came when it could no longer be ignored. 
In the end he had a great public service 
to his credit.

He 
nagged at officials, he interviewed those 
“in the know” and his persistence finally 
attracted the attention of Senator Norris, 
who introduced the resolution providing for 
ths inquiry.

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A MERITORIOUS AWARD.

to Paul Y. Anderson of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch for the best piece of newspa- 
per reporting in that year was a most mer- 
itorious one.

MOVING PICTURES OF THE MOON 
TAKEN THROUGH TELESCOPE 


Area of Lunar Surface 200 by 300 
Miles Recorded on Film at 
Princeton U. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 5.—Moving 
pictures of the moon, which will 
enable scientists to study its ari- 
wus phases at their leisure, have 
heen taken through the Princeton 
telescope, John Q. Stewart, profes 
sor of astronomical physics wt the 
university, announced yesterday. 

The first film was developed a 
few days ago. At a recent show- 
ing the sunrise on the mountains 
that wall the giant crater Coper- 
nicus was depicted “as if it were 
no more than 1000 miles away.” 
The pictures were taken at the rate 
of one every six seconds, or 109 
times slower than usual, so that 
the gun rose over the bumpy sur- 
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face of the moon 100 times faster 
than its actual speed. 

An ordinary metion-picture cam- 
era, amateur size, using a 16-mil- 
limeter film and driven by an elec- 
tric motor, was used. The camera 
was fastened to the eye end of tue 
23-inch Princeton telescope by an 
aluminum harness, the lens of the 
telescope, nearly two feet in diam- 
eter, replacing the camera lens. 
With this an area of the moon’s 
surface about 200 by ?30 miles was 
recorded. ‘The mechanism, was de- 
veloped by Robert Fleming Arnott. 
a consulting engineer of Upper 
Montclair, N. J. He plans to im- 
prove on it during the next year.
